For the second day, you can 
get a large glass jar. Fill it 
with bullets or buck shot and let 
patrons guess how many are in 
the jar. You could caption it: 

“This jar contains bullets sim- 
ilar to those used by Special 
Agents during pistol practice. If 
you can guess closest to the ac- 
tual number of bullets in this 
jar, you will be eligible te win 
one of the many valuable prizes 
offered in this theatre’s “Spe- 
cial Agent Contest.”

(4th Day)

Best stunt is to have message 
threaten to kill somebody. Then 
you can say that Special Agents 
grabbed the typewriters owned by 
all suspects, and figured out who 
killed the person by discovering 
which typewriter wrote message. 
Since no two typewriters write 
exactly alike, clever patrons ought 
to be able to guess the one.

Credit For Film Success 


Star Of “Special Agent” Says George Arliss 
And Others Helped Her Greatly

Bette Davis doesn’t believe she is entirely responsible for 
her own success. She credits five other persons with playing 
extremely important parts in moulding her film career which 
is generally acknowledged to be one of the most spectacular 
in the history of Hollywood. 


‘Special Agent,” the Cosmopoli- 
tan picture now showing at the 
BN hataabis Theatre as a War- 
ner Bros. release, Keighley prob- 
ably knows more about gang- 
land than anybody in Hollywood. 

In “Special Agent” he develop- 
es some very good ideas on how 
to stage murders, how to beat 
the income tax laws and how to 
operate machine guns. 

A noted New York and Los 
Angeles stage director before 
signing a contract with Warner 
Bros., Keighley knew practically 
nothing about gangland until he 
was handed the assignment to di- 
rect “G Men.” 

Unlike amateurs in criminology, 
Keighley learned about gangsters 
by placing himself in their shoes, 
reading the history of their ex- 
ploits and steeping himself in the 
atmosphere in which they live. 

After the company stopped 
work for the day and after he 
has eaten dinner, he returned to 
the Warner Bros. lot. 

Before entering the sound stage 
where “Special Agent,” was being 
made, he wandered around in the 
darkness, considering what he 
would do if called upon to figure 
out a perfect crime. 

Then he entered the dark sound 
stage and felt his way along the 
wall to the electric light switch. 
From velvet darkness the stage 
,was transformed to blinding 

' brightness. He wanted to think 
of himself in the “show up room” 
of a police station. 

Next he settled down and 
studied the script for the follow- 
ing day. The first scene called 
for Ricardo Cortez to “wipe out” 
Robert Strange. 

Keighley stood where he 
thought Cortez should. Then he 
figured out how Cortez should be 
lighted to look most like a suave 
gangster. In a small black book 
he scribbled notes. The next day 
they reminded him that Cortez 
should stand three feet from a 
desk and in a light which hits 
only the lower portion of his face. 

Then he took the place of 
Strange, figured out more angles 
and made more notations in the 
black book. Later he took the 
place of George Brent, Bette Da- 
vis and other principals in the 
picture. 

If there were to be twenty 
scenes to be taken the next day, 
Keighley acted out the parts of 
the players for each scene. 

Three or four hours later, 
Keighley turned out the lights 
and left for home, to get a little 
sleep and dream of himself as a 
gangster. 

A psychologist, Keighley real- 
izes that he can get the best 
work from his players when he 
knows in advance just what he 
wants and how he wants it.

“Pq blondine my hair if I were 
you,” Mrs. Davis told her daugh- 
ter. 

Bette did. 

“T looked and felt like a dif- 
ferent person,’ Miss Davis re- 
called. “Mother and I both agreed 
I was much better suited to the 
camera with my light hair than 
when it was dark.” 

A few days after transform- 
ing the color of her hair, Bette 
learned that George Arliss was 
looking for a young leading lady 
to appear opposite him in “The 
Man Who Played God.” 

“My contract with the studio 
for which I had worked up to 
that time had not been renewed,” 
Bette reminisced. “So I decided 
to try for the part in the Arliss 
picture despite his fame and my 
comparative lack of experience. 
I took a test, Mr. Arliss saw it 
and I got the part.”
